Testing Chronometers For Navy ; 


I) 
Marine Watch Is Subjected To Intense 
Heat and Cold 


todo. Yet at Greenwich Observatory 
it is done every day. The watches 
are marine chronometers, writes J. A. 
Lloyd, F.R.A.S. 

Greenwich Observatory, being under 
the control of the admiralty, it is part 
of the routine work of that establish- 
ment to test chronometers for the use 
of the navy. This work has been 
continuously done there for the last 
hundred years. 

At Greenwich there are special 
ovens in which the chronometers are 
placed and raised to any required tem- 
perature. Their rates are then com- 
pared under these conditions with a 
|standard clock. The temperature of 
the oven can be maintained constant 
by means of thermostats, the chrono- 
meters being kept under observation 
by skilled men during the time of bak- 
| ing. 

But ships often sail to high latitudes 
where they meet with intense cold, so 
the chronometers must also be placed 
in refrigerating chambers and further 
tested under these conditions. 

The progress of wireless is fast 
making this work unnecessary. 
Greenwich time can now be picked up 
anywhere at sea and the error’of the 
|chronometer found on the spot.

It was appropriate 
that, responding to thé Invitation to 
send an official representative of Can- 
ada, the Canadian Government select- 
ed Hon, Thomas H. Johnson, K.C., of 
Winnipeg, formerly attorney-general 
of Manitoba.
